So blind and thoughtless is hate that it does not see the 
inconsistency of those who charge the Catholic Church with 
hostility towards the public schools; and who then turn’ right 
around and work for the re of the er schools, 
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Intolerance, and not ssivate schools, is the only thing 
which prevents the proper fusing of all people in the United 
States into one compact body. Intolerance promotes disunity, 
not union; it engenders hate, not brotherly love. Any,;move- 
ment, which antagonizes a large group of people, promotes 
disunion, and because it violates the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion, is itself most un-American, and most unpatriotic. 

The real enernies of the public school are those who take 
a stand against private schools, which by copying the curricu- 
lum of the public schools, show themselves to be at least 
friendly.

Catholics would be against the public schools 
only if they refused to pay taxes for their support, or if they 
refused to teach the things which the State regards as an 
important part of education. 

Those who have not given the parochial school system 
sufficient study find it difficult to conceive that any Church 
organization could compete successfully with our great 
public educational system, which has the backing not only of 
the largest portion of taxes gathered in every state, but the 
time and attention of an interested working organization 
in every county and township, city and village. 

Facts, however, are before the American public, if they 
will only pay heed to them—facis which point to the excel- 
lent quality of education received in the Catholic parochial 
schools. 
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From the day that our Divine Savi ior addressed His 
parting words to the Church “Go, teach,” she has lent her- 
self to popular education. Priests and nuns of the Catholic 
Church wrote the first school text books; they copied and 
recopied the Sacred Scriptures, and wrote books from which 
children for more than one thousand years received both 
their secular and religious training.

The impression prevails among non-Catholics that sev- 
eral hours of each day are devoted to the teaching of religion 
in Catholic schools, and that, therefore, the children cannot 
receive sufficient instruction in other branches. This im- 
pression is false. One-half hour is the average amount of 
time devoted daily to Christian Doctrine—lesg time than is 
given to some non-essential in the public school curriculum. 
It is tertainly poor logic which maintains that the secular 
education imparted in the Caholic schools must be less 
efficient because, in addition to it, the child receives instruc- 
tion in the great truths of Chri&stianity and in the things 
which tend to train conscience and heart along with the mind.

Rotary and kindred organizations are to be greatly com- 
mended for the interest they are taking in-the boys, who 
receive but little moral training at home and no religious 
instruction at school. But how can there be such widespread 
interest in the closing of religious schools concomitant with 
an equally widespread interest in having the school boy and 
girl receive religious instruction? How explain the sincerity 
on the part of thousands of ministers of the gospel, who 
advocate the reading of the Bible in school, or even the im- 
parting of definfte religious instruction during or after 
school hours, when they openly antagonize the only existing 
schools in which such instruction is available? 

The National Educational Association, with 25,000 
members, exists for the benefit of the public schools; it is, 
therefore, a friendly critic to quote. Yet only last July at 
its Convention in Boston, the disclosure was made that more 
than one-half the teachers in public schools in the United 
States never attended high school; that among us are still 
200,000 one-teacher school-houses. No such indictment of 
inadequate teacher-training could be directed against Cath- 
olic schools. 


It is no more reasonable to blame the Catholic Church 
for the high state of illiteracy in some countries, because “her 
religion is the predominant one, than it is to hold the Prot- 
estant churches responsible for the greater illiteracy of our 
own South, because they predominate in all the states where 
illiteracy is high. In fact, it is less unreasonable to make the 
latter charge, since the government of the so-called Catholic 
countries is hostile to all religion, while the governments of 
all our Southern States are friendly to Protestantism. 

According to the latest report of the United States Com- 
missioner of Education, fully one-half of the cdlored children 
of the South are not in school at all. Forty per cent of the 
Negro population of the United States is Protestant, and an 
additional thirty-five per cent is claimed, by the Methodists 
and Baptists principally, as occasional attendants at Prot- 
estant churches. But Catholics do not think of blaming the 
Methodists and Baptists for their illiteracy. Less than two 


per cent of the colored population of the United States is 
Catholic, 
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in some Southern States the whites have received no bet- 
ter education than the colored. Four years ago more than. 
100,000 white children in Alabama did not attend school: for 
every 48 white children in schoo) there were 52°’out of schoo! 
the entire term. In Mississippi only $9.80 was spent per 
child for education against $52.15 in the state of New York; 
North Carolina spent $12.31 against $61.89 in New Jersey: 
South Carolina spent $12.80 against $69.62 in North Dakota. 
Catholics are least to blame, for they are scarce in the South. 


What student of history would accuse the Catholic 
Church of fostering ignorance? For centuries she was the 
world’s only educator; the greatest universities of modern 
times owe their origin to her. Since the so-called Reforma- 
tion fewer universities have been founded by all the Prot- 
estant churches combined than were founded by the Catholic 
Church alone before the Reformation. \Yet we are told that 
the world was in the dark wntil the rise of Protestantism.
